the God of holynes an.holy inſtitution. 


The reaſon alſo why the pricſtes were commaunded to put of their 
Iynen garmentes, and ro put on other wollen .garmentes, when they 


approched to thoſe rhinges which were for the people,is this: viz. for 


that they ſhould not ſanctife the people with their garmentes : From 
which rwo reaſons; we queſtion thus : |

Secondly, the reaſon of the prohibition of the Prieſtes putfing on 
their holy and pricſtly garmentes, when they approched into the ytrer 
court tu thoſe things which were for the people : being this: Namelie, 
that they ſhould not ſanctihe the jpeople with their garmentes; wee 
demaunde with what rea{on deduced from holy Write, you can im- 
pugne this polition, v5Z. 

That our Saviour Chriſt (to preſerve the equitie and integritic of 
that prohibirion, aſwell 1n the tyme of the Golpell, as in the ryme of 
the Law, did nor inſtitute ary proper miniſteriall garmentes, for the 
Apoſtles, Evangeliſtes , Prophetes , Doers of Myracles , or Teachers, 
to exerciſe anic their miniſteriall fundtionan, leaſt the people purting 
an opinion of holynes in their garmentes , might thinke the duing of 
my:acles, preaching the worde , prophecying, or miniſtring the Sa- 
cramentcs., to be ſanctifed by their garmentes? And therefore from 
the manner of preaching the worde, adminiſtring Baptiſme, celebra- 
ting the Loxdes Supper, doing Myracles,and praying by the Apoſtles,

reſpect of that thing which it repreſenteth, eyen fo alſo bee all of ac-

Thicdly, theſe reliques, monumentes and memorialls of Idolatrie,

Yea , Sirs : and is not this a good conſequution , and doeth not this 
concluſion neceſarilie followe ? For who ſhall be Indge of Evangelicall 
decencie and order , if not the Church and Chriitian e Magitrate 
alone? | 

Before we anf{were vnt9 this queſtion, wee denie your propoſition, 
becauſe the ſame ſeemeth ynto vs to be rather an inverſion, thena true 
conycrlion of the Apoltles rule, viz, 

Let all things be done decently and in order. 

The meaning whereof, according tothe Analogie. of the place, we 
taketo be this, namely: that all thinges, or what ſocver thinges are to 
be done in the Church, that the ſame thinges ought to bee done de- 
cently and in order:

Indeed,ifthis your propoſiti6 could be proved true by any dodtrine 


drawne from any other place of holy Writt, we wGald cafilie graunt, 


the church with conſent of the chriſtian Magiſtrate haying comman- 


ded Copes, Surplices,C rolles, kneelings,&c. to be yſ{ed in the church, 
that this the Apoſtles rule did binde all thoſe to kneele, to'make cro{- 
(cs, and to weare Copes, and Surplices, not yngaynely, diſorderly or 
flovenly, but comely, hanſomely,and netely; but ſeeing your propoli- 
tion is falſe, and can nor by any other plgce of holy [uprpe be pro- 
ved true, you bave drawne 11 the Apoſtles rale,as it were by the hayre, 
and pluck itin, as it were by the heeles, ro a wrong purpole, and for- 
ccdit toawronge ſenſe, _ | 
Furthermore, becauſe theſe wordes decencie and order, mencioned 
in your propolition,carrie a double ſenſe, we pray your Lordſ)ups to 
re{olve vs, whether by theſe wordes decencie & order, you meane f1m- 
plc ſuch adecencie,and ſuch an order, as forthe allowance whercof, 
playne and evident teſtimonies may be tounde in holy Writr, that the

ſame by ſome law of man,is knowneto be well pleating vnto man: we 
demaund (we ſay) in this cale whether Miniſter or people, z: foro con- 
ſcientie,be obliged to vic this/fo called and commaunded decencie or 
order, yea or no? Foralbeit eyery {oule be ſubiect to the higher pow- 
ers; neyerthelelle, for the avoyding of ercor,and thatthe conſcience of 
every {oule may be vpright with God, in her ſubicction, tothe ordi- 
nance of man: the con{cience/ muſt take direftion, not from the onely 
will and authoritie of man, but from the only Writt and authoritie of 
God. And therefore as every Magiſtrate, ought to be fully perſwaded 
in his conſcience of his commaund, before he conſ{cionably may re- 
quire,thatro be obeyed which he.commaundeth : even fo it behoveth 
evcry ſoule; before he obey, to be perſwaded fully in his minde, that 
the thing comanded, ought for conſcience ſake,to be obeyed, becaule 
the ſame is approved by the holy word of God: For otherwiſe howlo- 
eycr outwardly he may {crve,and pleaſe the Magiſtrate, yet inwardly &

Now then to your Lordſhips former queſtion, whether the Church 
and ſupreme cliiſftian Magiſtrate, 0ughgnot to fict,as ſoveraigne ludge, 
ypon the conlcience of every foule, about the determination of all de- 
cencie and order to be kept by that foule, your Lordihips by this our 
diſcourſe,calily may perceave,that we may well anſwere your demand, 
if we propound burone queſtion'to another. 

And therefore we demaund, who ſhalbe ſovereigne Tudge over that 
ſoule and c6l[ciunce,thart commandeth deeencie & order in the church, 
if not only the holy word of God alone? And if the chriſtian Magiſtrate 
raaſt for the lafetic of bis ſoule, have lvme rule of holy writ, to be his 
ſoveraigne Iadge, for the thing that he comanderh; how ſhould not the 
chriſtia tubicct in hke forte for the (afctic of his ſoule, have ſome word 
of faith, to be his ſoycreigne Iudge,for his ſubicCtis in the thing which 
he obeycth ? for {o ſhall nor the conſcience of him that commandeth, 
be any more a fovercigne ludge over him that obeyeth, then ſhall the 
con(cicnce of him that obeycrh, bee ſovereigne Iudge over him that

But, Sirs, if this be ſo, What ſoverainitie doe ye yeeld vnto the Chriiti- 
aw Magiſtrate,abovue the ſubiett, or What ſhall bis authority avyayle,Wwhen 
every [onle commanded to be ſubiett to bis power, ſhall examine the vali-

Forevery ſoule, a{wcll of the ſubie&t, muſt anſ{were 8 
gire an accompt for him ſelfe vnto God, for the thing wherein he _ 
cth, as the Magiſtrate muſt for the thing which he comandeth ; for the 
good and rightfull obedicnce,and command whereof, he hath appoin- 
ted his holy word alone,to betthe only Iudge aſwell vnto the ſubicct,as 


vnto the Magiſtrate: or clls what ſoyerainitie ſhould the word - God

bears over the c6ſcicnce of a ſubiet,if fo be the Magiſtrates conſcience 
& command (hould be the ſoveraigne ludge over the fubicts ſoule,, & 
{way the ſubicAs conſcience? And yet by this mcanecs dot we not take 
away the dis precminence and authoritis, which by che holy Worde 
of God is, given to rhe civill Magittrate , over the ſubteet: For in thar, 
-thatevery louleis commanded to be ſubic, for conſcience fake,ro rhe 
higher powets,this ſcripture b&your Lord }ups patichce (as we take it) 
is to b- vnderitood , nor for the conſcience of him char comandceth,rut 
for the conlcience of him that obeyceth: becauſe the ſubic& , withour 
the breach of his conſcience,can not contemne the civ1ill oOvernement, 
which God hath appointed, not to be over the ſoule, butto be over the 
| body. Andindzed to eſtablith the command or conſtience of the civi!l 
Mayiftrare,to be the {quire & plimet of every ſubiccts confcience,were 
to wicelt the holy Scriprurcs,& to cſtabliſh(as the Anrichriſtianites do)a 
tyranny over the conlciences of ſubiefts: Thus much touching that 
later Kind of humane decencie and order befure ſpoken of. 

And as concerning that kind of decency.& order for the which there 
may be teſtimonies found in holy Writ, that they be pleafing vnto God: 
we afticme that the church and Chrittian Magiſtrate ought'nor only to 
be commanders and preſeryers of the ſame, but that both Miniſters and 
people alſo ought to be fullowers and embracers thereof. 

Nay, we lay more,yea we affirme,that every humane decencie 8 order 
whatſoever ought to ſtoupe and giveplace vnto that order and decencie 
for the which teſtimonies are to be found in holy writ,that the ſame be 
plealing varoGod, And therfore-we demand, by what rule of holy writ, 
your Lordſhips can prove your late convocationall canons, to have al- 
lowance from the ſpirit of Qhritt, when as by the {ame ye have coman- 
ded adecencie & order,meerly humane preciſely tobe obſerved in the 
church,inſteed of thar decencie & order which at the beginning was in 
the church & which being pleaſing vato God could not be but divine ? 

It had b-ne (in our iudgments)a fact not timply c6mendable, if your 
Lordihips had but invented and added an humane decencie and order 
voto that which hath warrant from holy writt,to be divine : bur wholy 
ro dilleyſe the Church of that decencie and order, which by teſtimony 
of holy Writt, is witneſſed ro bee pleaſing ynto God ; and to give your 
owne devilſes,decencics and orders, liveric and ſcyfin this to doe, we de- 
mand,whether, : foro conſcientie,it be not a double finne,and in cauria 
Chriftianitatis, deſcrye not a double cenſure ?

ſter of the place,or how other Miniſters,if any be preſent ro helpe him, 
ſhould reccive,is nor preſcribed at all , vnleſle it be preſcribed , that he

Nay, howſoever in the ſame book it be ſaid,that the Miniſter ſhall de- 
hver the communion in both kindes to rhe people in their hands knee- 
ling, neverthelefle it followeth not herevpon,, (the law being not in the 
negative, bur in the afficmarive) thar the Miniſter may nor deliver the 
communion to the people ſtandin gor lirting, or that the people be cx- 

ut to kneele.

Nay, which 1s more, your (clves, making for your felves Ceremo- 
nious bornes of Iron, & afluring the king, that with the ſame he ſhould 
be able ro overthrowe and path downe al ſuchias by your Lord(hips be 
fall-ly called pwritanes, Whar a thing is this, that yon ſhould notwith- 
ſtanding, proclaym? the kings minds, to be,as it were, the only mould 
wherein your ceremoni?es were calt ? 

Nay, which is more, Whar a thing is this|? your Lord{hips aſſuring 
to your {clyes, to. bee the chiefeſt of the Lordes Prieſtes and Levaites, 
ſhould notwithſtanding put the holy Cenfores into his Maieftics hand, 
and Jaye the holy Arckc of the Covenaunt, vpon the kinges fhoul- 
ders, to burne incenſe, and to beare it, and to carryc it him fclfe a- 
lone ? | 

Nay, which is more, What a thing is this (your Lordſhips by a defi 
nitive ſentence, publickly given, read and divulged in your facred (fo 
called) Synod, haying not only iudicially decreed, the lawfulnesof or-

naments,rites'and ceremonies, bur alſo humbly and profetſedly deſired 
the ſame to be cohrmed by the Kings royal authoritie ynder the broad 
Seale of England) that you ſhould notwithſtanding, for the execution 
of your {aid Decrec,call to witnes the Kings commaund,and the Kings 
pleaſure? As though the Kings pleaſure and commaund were the only 
cauſe,and not the cttc& of your decrce; and not rather your decree the 
ouly cauſe and not the effect of his Highues commaund? 

Your ſecond canon, by which che ſamepower is iuſtly (as we cofc(lc} 
givcn to our Sovcreigne Lord the King 1n cauſes ecclcltaſticall, that 
the godly Kings had among the lewes, will not ſerve to excuſe you, in 
th: making of your canons, if any of them be blame worthie ; for the 
godly Kings of /udah,never had any authoritie to command what cc- 
rcmonies ſhould be oid-yned among the lewes.: Neither did King Da- 
vid,ncither any other of the godly kings of /udah, doe any thing in 
building of the Temple, in dittribution of oftices among the Levitcs, 
or in any manner ſervices performed tothe Lord, but the ſame was (ene 
vnto them in writing from the hand of the Lord, or by the mouth of 
the Prophetes,or by calting of Lot. 

Whac ſoever authoritic then the godly Kings of [ugah had, ro com- 
mand ceremonirs once made, to be obſerved, rhe fame authoritic, and 
none other in matter of ceremonies, doeth your canon ycald vnto rhe 
King: And therfore we belcech your Lord(hips hercafter ro carry ſuch 
a loyall aud conſcionable reverence, and eſtimation, to the honor and 
dignitic of our Chriſtian King, and the noblenes of his Kingly charitic 
declared by his proclamation,as that hereafter in your conliſtories and 
publique ſcates of Indgement, you would yſc conferences, arguments, 
2nd per{walions, wayes of loye, and gentlenes, workings by clemencic, 
and wcighr of reaſon,to reclayme all that be in the miniſterie, to the 0- 
bedicnce of the church lawes, according as by the Kings proclamation 
you arc required; rather the by rigour of law,ſhaking the Kings ſword, 
and preiling the kings commandement, to enforce the trembling con- 
ſciences of your weake brethicn, contraric to the Kings moſt noble & 
chriſtian intention plainly vttered by his proclamation. | 

There be {undric other poyntes in hisMaieſtics proclamation, which 
by your Lordſhips worthily deſerved conlideration, before you had be- 
gun thole violet courſes, which ſome of you have purſued in this calc: 
The peremprory day aſſigned to the Miniſters for their conformitic by 
the King, being of more authoritic then 1600. of your canonicall ad-

All Mrnifters who had incurred no cenſures of thechurch or penal- 
ties of th: law in the Queenes tyme, or fince the Kings raigne, refore 


the lixth of Luly 1604. be exempred our of the proclamation ; though - 
beture the day appointed, they have not conformed them ſelves, to the* 


orders of the Church. And yet many tuch have you diſquieted? 

The Lawes and orders of th:Church remayne very vncerteyne,ſo as 
it is not certeyne, to what lawes and orders cltabliſhed the miniſters 
ſhould conforme them (clves, And yer before the day expired, you have 
vrged {ome Miniſters tro cotorme them ſclves tro Canons diyulged lince 
the Proclamanon. 

The Canon law, is vtterly voyd within the Realme, and therefore 
your oath of Canonicall obcdicnce is. of no force, and all your Cano- 
nicall admonitions not worth a ruſh. 

The old provinciall conſtitutions, intreat of no ſuch oath, belides 
they litle or nothing reſpeCt any orders, or ceremonies of our Church. 

To which booke of common prayer the Miniſters ſhould ſubſcribe, 
in that maner and forme, as by the Canon 1s required,is not decided. If 
they ſubſcribe tothe booke publiſhed ſince the Kings raigne, they may 
then be called into queſtion, at every {c{ſions8& allifes, for viing an a- 
ther forme, then is preſcribed inthe Queenes booke, the fame remay- 
ning (till in force & vnrepcaled: if ſublcription be vrged to theQueenes 
booke, then may not the Miniſters yceld therevnto, becauſe the Kinge 
and Biſhops have concluded to reforme ſome things conteyncd in the 
ſame, as being repugnantto the holy word of God. 

Belides, the booke of common prayer of the ſecond of Edward 6. 
tonching orname-ntes, rites. and ceremonies, and whereynto for the 
fame reſpect both the Queenes and the Kings booke hath reference, 
revived this laſt Parliament, by diſannulling the ſtature of repeale made 
the fickt of Queene Marv. |

rites and ceremonics, then the former bookes doe, ſome of thoſe cere- 
monies al{oto be yſed,or at leaſt at every mans devotion,and the orna-

Touching the late Canons,of what authoritic many of them be, may 

juſtly be queſtioned: b:caule ſome of them ſeerne vnto vs,to be contra» 

r12it Or repugnat to the lawes, ſtatutes, & cuſtomes of the realme, ſome 

to be derogatorie to the Kings prerogative royall, and other ſome to be 

repugnant to the holy word of God, and therefore 1n all thele three re« 

25.1.8. ſpeCtsro be voyd canons, by the common law, &ſtiarutes of the realme;, 

wel Laſtly, howſocver ſome miniſters might be within the e&palle of the 

proclamation , not conforming them {clyes, before the Jaſt of Noytb, 

to the lawes eſtabliſhed before the 16.0f Iuly, nevertheleſlc the Biſhops 

aftcr the day expired, ought to have arteded the Kings pleaſure, by what 

waycs and meancs, he had determined toitake from among tne pevple, 

all occaſions of ſcctes, divitions and vnquietnes, much lefle before the 

day,ſnould they have atrewpted any thing, vnleſle,as the proclamation 

requireth them, they had provided meete perſons, to bee ſubſtitutes, tn 
the places of thoſe, who wilfully had abandoned their charges. 

T hcle things being thus molt providently, nobly, and Royally, for 
the quictnes of the church, {et forth by the Kings proclamarion, it had 
bene a parte of very great wiſcdome and moderation for your Lord- 
ſhips (in our opinions) paciently to have expected the Kings further di- 
rection, before by your yntimely preſling the Kinges commandement, 
authoriric and rigour of his lawes, ye had indevoured the inforcing of 
their conſcicnces, without perſwalions by weight of reaſon; And fo 
much the rather ſhould your Lordihips have done this,thar hcereby ye 
might have ſatisfied, all civill Magiſtrates, Gentlemen and others of 

. vnd-rſtandinge, that they (eeing by your conferences, argumentes, 
pcr{waſions, love, gentlencs, clemencic,and weight of rcafon,that rhe 
caulc which you maintayne, & not that which they impugne, is good, 
might not in any forte have ſupported, favoured, or countenanced any 

factious n.iniſters, in their obſtinacic, as by the proclamation they arc

And yet by your Lordſhips favour, not to conceale any thing, which

When was it proclaymed, by any Princes authoritie, that the Arch- 
bilhops and Biſhops, to their verermoſt indeyours, by argamentes, and 
weight of reaſon, hould prove ynto the miniſters, that the book'of c6- 
mon prayer, bookes of homilics, booke of coſecrating Biſhops, Prieſts, 
and Deacons, book of Articles,and other lawes,& orders of the church 
conteyne< nothing, in the whole, or in any parte, difagreeable either in 
doctrine,or governcm-nt to the word of God?

divilions and vnquictnes, among his people, if he thall allow no faCti- 
ous miniſters in their obſtinacie. 

But if the Archbiſhops and Biſhops have not endevoured, much leſle 
not indevourecd to the vttermoſt of their powers(as by the King they are 
required) by conferences, arguments, perſwaſions, love, gentlenes, cle- 
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mencic,and weight of reaſon,to reclayme al miniſters, to the obedienco 


of thechurch lawes; then wee can not {ce, how any civill Magiſtrates, 
Gentlemen, or others of vaderſtanding,can be intended by the procla- 
mation to be fayourers, ſupporters,or countenancers, of fatiouſncs,or 
obſtinacic in the miniſters, which are not conformable.

& teſtiheth, whoſe words aretheſc ; We never ſaid that Princes had an 
prrituall power, it 15 a falſe collettion of yours , ut 15 no part of our cofcſſt- 
on, the ſword which they bear ,we neyer called but external & teporall, 
eATaine to deviſe new rites and ceremonies for the Church , «5 not the 
Princes vocation , but to recetve and allow ſuch as the Scriptures and ca- 
nous commend, and (uch as the Biſhops & PaStours of the place ſhall ad- 
wiſe, not infringing the Scriptures or canons, ſo for all other eccleſtast1- 
call chmgs & cauſes, Princes be neither the deviſors nor airettors of them, 
but the confirmers and eftabliſhers of that Which 1s 500d, and disþlacers, 
and revengers of that Which is evill , which power We ſay they haveinall 

things,be they ſpirituall,ecclefratticall or temporall. ibid. pag. 252. 

Yea, and moreover we bclceve, if any ſhould impugne or gaine-fſay, 
this your power of making ſpirituall andecclchiaſticall decrees,in your 
CONYOCAa-

convocati6,not to belong properly to your miniſteriall power which you 
have by your divine offices in the church,that you would then fly for the 
interpretation of the ſtarute : 1. Elizab.toour [he Queenes injunctions; 
whcerby it is declared that nothing was,is, or ſhalbe meant,or inteded by 
the oath required,to have any other dutty allegeance,or band, then was 
acknowledgcd to be due to the moſt noble Kinges, of famous memorie 
K. H.thecight hir Maicſties Father,or to K. Ed. 6. hic Maieſtics brother: 
And tharthe Kings and Queenes of this Realme , may not challendge 
authoririe and power of any miniſtery of divine offices in the Churches. 

Bur yvnder God to have {overaintie & rule of all manerof perſons borne 
within hir Realmes, ſo'as no other foreigne power,ſhal or ought to have 
any ſuperio1itic oyer them|; vpon thisimunction (we ſay) we build our 
former credence, that your Lordſhips wn your only perſons, and the 
perſons of the reſt of the Clergie, & not the miniſterie of your divine of- 
fices,or any parte thereof, ro be ynder the obedience of the Kings power; 
vnto which miniſteric alſo of divine offices, you attribute right So faidey? 
ning and making canons,rites and ceremonies in the Chutch, asa righe 
properly incident and appertaining to that miniſtery , not of doctrine, 

ut of divine governement, which you challendge to be due vnto yon,as 
vnto Miniſters and Officers appointed to rule and governe-the Church 
vnder Chriſt, by the holy Scriptures ; And therefore we pray your Lord- 
ſhips benceforwards to put vs vnto no more paine, to anſwere this your 
argumcnt,of Kingly and ſupreame authoririe, 

For we belecve alluredly,if Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deanes, Archdeacons 
and the reſt of the clergic, aſſembled by the Kings writt, by their dclibe- 
rate counſaile, voluntary and vnconſtrayned will, had not in their Synod 
deciced the vie of Copes, Surplices,Crofles, ſquare Cappes, Tippets, and 
(uch traſh, or if they fad not by the preſident of their atſembly, moſt in- 
ſtantly ſupplicated the King ro command the ve of theſe things, thus 
ordeined by them ſelves: we pertwade our ſelves alluredly, thar the King 
by his abſolute, regall and fupreame power, wou'd never have conſtray- 
ned, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deancs, Archdeacons,&c. to have vndergone 
the yoke of theſe ceremonies ; for the King right yell knoweth , that in 
ſo doing, he ihould nor have walked in the wayes of the Godly kings of 
Iudah,then whoſe holy example to followe,his Highnes hath proteſted, 
to deſire nothing more, | 

Neither for any other purpoſe, as it ſcemeth. vnto vs, by your late 
{peaches in the cares of the King(no ceremony,no Biſhop)doe FO ee 
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& Certaine Demands With their grounds, © 
preſſe theſe ceremonies, theh that they ſhould be in your owne hands,as 
crofier ſtaves,to ſtay vp from falling the tottering walles of your Lordiy 
lunſdictions. And yet becauſe we never read in holy/Writt, that any cc- 
remony wasever planted by cur heavenly Father , ro bee a leanctoo,, for 
any Diihops of Gods pianting , or that the vnplantingot an humane ce- 
remony, would be the vnplanting of any of Gods Bilhops, what ſhould 
we gather from hence , but that your Lordſhips bee ns Biſhops of Geds 
lantins, for Bilnops planted by the hande of God, inthe Vineyard of 
* Chriſt, be fo falt {ert,and ſo deeply rooted, that by no blaſt or ſtorme of 
humane ceremonies, they.can be blowne vp. 

And thus much touching your argument of the Kings comandement, 
for orders ſake ; As for the indifferencic of the things commanded , the 
ſame hath already bene handled in an Flop im but touching the Jalk 
part »f your cxception,that the vie of theſe things is nor commanded, : 
the end,that men ſhould be gricved,offended,fall, ſtumble, finne, & de- 
ftroy them ſelves; we reiect this,as an impertinent & inſufficient anſwere 
ro our demand; for our demand tendeth not to inſinuate, that we think, 
that theſe things be commanded to the end, thateyery, man by the vic of 
them, ſhould {inne , but our demand concerneth theyncharitable com- 
mandement , of the vſe of thele things impoſed vpon a weake brother,

{c quently have no faith, except it be 4 Synodall, a Provinciall, or a Can- 
turbary-church faith: we molt needes ſpeake both what wee have ſcene,

For if it be finne for one brother,to do any acte, by doing whereof an 
other brothers conſciencet,is wonnded and made weak; if alſo whoſoe- 
ver ſhall wound the weake conſcience, of a brother, and ſinne againſt a 
brother,doth linne againſt Chriſt: then of neccllitie be: your canons of 
popith rites & ceremonies, both vncharitable canons againſt your bre- 
thren,& finfull canons againſt Chriſt. For though ir were free for chri- 
ſtians to viſe Copes, Surplices, ſquare Cappes, Crofles,&c. civilly vpon 
their backes, heads or foreheads;yer if fome remayne ignorant of this li- 
bertic,and thinking them to be vncleane, as having bene things offered 
rothe ſervice of an 1doll,ſhould by theexample of others, with wavering 
conſciences, enterpriſe to vie them, when inwardly they thinke the vſe 
of them to difpleaſe God: if in this caſe (we faye) men (hall linne againſt 
Chriſt; how much more ſhall hey ſinne againſt Chriſt, when they (hall 
vie them in the worſhip of God ? againſt which ve, rhey have many te- 
ftimonies out of holy Writr, ſcared in their conſciences by the finger of 
God,thac their vſe is altogether vnlawfull in the worſhip of God, 

On the other ſide,it ir be no (inne againſt Chriſt, for weake brethren 
not to vie cither theſe or any other relickes, monumentes and memort- 
alls of ldolatrie; in the ſervice and worſhip of the true God : 1f alſ6 the 
weake in faith can not vſe the waveringly, without (inne againſt Chriſt, 
If laltiy they have libertic and freedome, by the Apoſtles doctrine; not to 
vic them ar all; we deſire your Lord(hips to reſolve vs our of holy Writr, 


how ir may be lawfull, in foro conſcientie, to bring weake brethren, be- 


fore the ſcates of Magiſtrates, toexcommunicate them, to revile them,& 

to.ſpeak all maner ofevill againſt them, for v{ing theicApoſtolicall free- 

dome,for being charitable, and for not commirting linne. :
